CANADIAN AID TO THE CUBAN 
REBELS. 


Some reference was made in these col- 
umne a few days since (o the rumoured 
enlistment of Canadians for a fillibustering 
expedition to Cubs. We believe that) 
there is littie doubt that certain thought- 
jess and lawless men in the Dominion have 
contemplated # voyage to Cuba, for the 
purpose of lending their aid and asustance 
to the rebels in that leland. We cannot im- 
agine that ins country where such general 
prosperity prevails, where every man who 
is willing to work can readily obtain em- 
ployment, and where, as a general thing, a 
feeling of respect prevails for law and con. 
stituted authority, many persons could be 
found wi ling to engage in « lawless and 
desperete adventure of this kind. But if 
any such there be, they ought to know 
that the Deminion authorities are not dis- 
posed to allow their neutrality l.ws to be 
cet at naught; and that any man who 
thus undertakes to make war against Spain, 
a power with which Her Majesty is at 
peace, will do soat the risk of undergoing 
those penalties which the law prescribes. 
Possibly the Government may deem it 
advisable to issue a proclamation warning 
ber Majesty's subjects against participat- 
ing im any fillibustering expeditions of this 
nature, and those who then engage in them 
shoul. be dealt with rigorously.

We imagine our country fnends will be 
pleased to find their Inspector so far 
awake to their interests, as to anticipate 
and find means to obviate what threatened 
to be a temporary disaster to education in 
the county, whilst he is at the same time 
equally alive to the necessity of the utmost 
strictness in conducting the examinations. 

It will also be consoling to the rejected 
candidates to know that they may go on 
teaching to the end of the year under 
special arrangement; and we would ad- 
vise them to make the best use of their 
time, meanwhile, in preparing for next 
January. We would also advise hollers 
of old certificates (not Provincial) to pre- 
pare to pass as soon as possible under the 
new Regulations. 

AltogetheF' we may infer from the re- 
sults of this first examination under the 
New Act, and the character, attainments, 
and experience of the officers chiefly con- 
cerned in putting the law into execution, 
that our é¢ducational syatem, is to be ma- 
terially improved.

HOMPIELE RESULT OF AN INDIAN FIGHT, 


(From the St. Joseph Herald, July 25.) 
On Saturday evening there arrived in St. 
Joseph o young man who gave his name 
as William MecMore, who relates a terrible 
story of life on the Texas frontier. He says 
he left Elizabethtown, Ky., in the summer 
of 1869, and went to Texas. Early in June 
last he engaged with one J. C. D. Black- 
burn, & government contractor, to drive a 
team to Fort Sill. Blackburn's train con- 
sisted of fourteen wagons, with fourteen 
persons as drivers, and started from Smith 
| Paw Valley for the fort. Un Sunday even-

SIR WALTER SCOTT. 


One hundred years ago to day there was} 


born in the City of Edinburgh, one who was 
destined to revive and bring to light much | 
that was beautiful among the traditions of 
his own native Scotland, and, by the aid 
of his magic pen, to deck them with s grace | 
anda romantic charm which have made 
them well-known and popular wherever 
the English language is spoken. Walter 
Soot was the descendant of a well known 
Border family, the Scotts of Harden, ‘a 
branch of the clan of which the 
Duke of Buccleugh is the acknowledged 
chief or bead, It was o small 
unpretending dwelling th College Wynd, 
in which the future poet and novelist first 
saw the light, and it has since been de-/ 
molished to make reom for larger build- 


ings. His father moved to George Square | 


soon after young Walter's birth, and bere 
the family resided in 1779, when he enter- 
ed the High School. In 1785 he entered 
the University of Edinburgh, but neither 
at school or college did he manifest any 
remarkable industry or ability. Im fact 
it is recorded that be was far fonder of 
telling or listening to a fairy tale or to 
_ some other quaint story of olden times, 
than he was of Greek or Latin. In 1736 be 
left college in consequence of ill-health and 


shortly aft became an articled pu- 
pil of his r, who was a “writer to the 
signet" or attorney. The next five years 
Seott used to declare comprised the most 
wretched period of his existence. Ho 


found the legal profession exceedingly | general 


distasteful tohim, but in order to please 
his father he remained in the of. 
fee until in 1792 he passed 
the necessary examination, and became a 
member of the Scottish bar. Asa lawyer, 
howerer, he never attained to any emin- 
ence. Although be never altogether re- 
linquished bis connection with the profes- 
sion, legal work was anything but a “la-| 
bour of love’ with him, and in more than 
one of his novels can be found evidence of 
the contempt in which he was inclined to 
hold a profession so entirely at variance 
with his romantic and imaginative tastes. 

One evening in the early part of 1795 
Scott was sitting in an Edinburgh drawing |

The latter poem has perhaps found most

are inclined to think the finest poetic 
passages over written by Scott are to be 
found in Marmion. One great and con- 
vincing proof of the excellence of Scott's 
poetry is found in the fact that it influ- 
enced the style of English and Scottish 
postry for many a day after, as the Works 
of no other poet had done. The entirelyre- 
fective, and sometimes almost vapid style 
which Wordsworth and others of his school 
had introduced, gave place to poetry of a 
more stirring kind, containing more of 
ture and narration than had been 
common in English poetry since the days 
of Spencer or Chaucer. 
It was in the year 1905 that Scott mide 


his first essay in that branch of literature | 


in which he was destined to achieve such 
brilliant success.
